This prophecy Was first published in Utah, Fews ot 
September 24th, 1856; it was afterwards | published in England,’ in the 
aL Srak, February, 1889.“ In both instances it is fonng, in the 
History af Joseph Smith, then being published in sections in those period- 
jens Stephen A. Douglas did aspire to the ‘presidency of the United 
States, ‘and was nominated for that office by the Deniocratic convention, 
held in Cha leston, on the 23rd of. June, 1860. When in the cofivention 
he was declared the regular nominee of the Democratic. parte, “the 
whole body rose to its feet, hats were waved in the air and many: tossed 
ft} chouts, screams, and yells and every boisterous 
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election had polled 174 electoral votes, as against 122 cast by the other 
two. parties which opposed it; and a popular vote of 1,838,169, as against 
1,215,798 votes for the two patting nepising It is a matter of history, 
however that the Democratic party in the election of 1800 was: badly 
divided ; and factions of it put candidates into the field with the follow- 
ing Hegult : Mr. Abraham Lincoln, candidate of the Republican party, 


was triumphantly elected. He received 180 electoral votes; Mr. Bre . 
ridge received 74 electoral votes; Mr. Bell 39; and Mr. Douglas 18. “By 
a plurality count of the popular vote, Mr. Lincoln carried 18 states; Nr. 
Breckinridge 11; Mr. Bell 3, and Mr. Douglas but 17/4 ‘Twenty days less 
than one year after his nomination by the Charleston convention, while 
yet in the prime of manhood—forty-eight years of age—Mr. Douglas died 
at his home in Chicago, a disappointed, not to say heart-broken, man. 
Let us now search out the cause of his failure. Fourteen ‘years e 
the interview containing the prophecy here under discussion, and about 
one year after the prophecy had been published in the Deseret News; Mr. 
Donglas was called upon to deliver a speech in Springfield, the capital of 
Hilinois. His speech was delivered on the 12th of June, 1857, and pub- 
lished in the Missouri Republican of June 18th, 1857. 1é Wad-& time of 
much excitement throughout the country concerning the Mormon Charch 
in Utah.. Falsehoods upon the posting winds seemed to have filled the 
air with the most outrageous calumny. Crimes the most repulsive— 
mürders, robberies, rebellion, and high treason—were falsely charged 
against its leaders, It was well known that Mr. Douglas had been on 
terms of intimate friendship with the Prophet Joseph Smith; and was 
well acquainted with the other Church leaders. He was therefore looked 
upon as one competent to speak upon the “Mormon Question,” and was 
invited to do so in the speech to which reference is here made. Mr. 
Douglas responded to the request. He grouped the charges against the 
Mormons which were then passing current, in the following manner:
